Two More Murders Added to HU long 


List of Crimes. 


HAVASKA, Oct. 
6.—Intelligence Las 


reached this city of a brutal crime com- 
mittei? l>y bandits, the scene being the 
Conforaidad plantation, which is git- 
Bated near Quivican. The well known, 
outlaw, Manuel Garcia, with two other 
bandits, made an attack upon the resi- 
dence of Sanor P. Hernandez, and killed 
both him and his wife. When the officer 
intrusted with that duty searched the 
body of Senor Hernandez, he found in one 
of the pockets of hie clothing a letter ad- 
dressed to the civil authorities of Quivican. 


Why the Crime Was Committed. 


This letter had been written by Garcia, 


and the supposition is that he placed It 
in the pocket of bis victim to shew hie 
contempt of the efforts made by the civil 
and military 
authorities to effect th« 


capture of the outlaws. The murdered 
couple are of French origin. 
Hernandez 


was aged 40, and his wife, who was preg- 
nant, was aged 32. 
Hernandez's head 


was almost severed from his body. Gar- 
cia's letter says: "Hernandez has been 
my friend since boyhood. I killed him 
because he tried to deliver ma to the 
guards. I have never btfore killed a wo- 
man, but I killed his wife because she In- 
duced him to betray me. I hurt only 
those who hurt me."

The Finances the Most Important All 


Over tho Country. 


ST. PAUL, Oct. C.—Hon. Theodore Roose- 


velt, of New York, civil service commis- 
sioner, was in St. Paul yesterday, having 
arrived from his western ranch in Mon- 
tana, where he has spent the past month 
in looking after his stock and in elk hunt- 
ing. "It seems to me," said Mr. Roose- 
velt, "that the finances is the moat im- 
portant question in this particular elec- 
tion in New York state. Moreover, the 
Republicans everywhere seem to me, I 
am happy to say, to be living up to their 
record in the matter of honest money. I 
shall probably not take any part in this 
fall's campaign, but I will be on deck for 
next year's campaign if things remain as 
they are at present."

TROUBLE FOR BRITISH PUBLICANS. 


KlBcistrates Refusing to Renew Licenses 


to Liquor Dealers. 


LoNDOX, Oct. 0.—The brewers and liq- 


uor dealers throughout the country are 
much disturbed over the severe and crit- 
ical course pursued by many of the mag- 
istrates at the licensing sessions. Here- 
tofore wbeu a license was not indorsed 
with evidence that tho holder had been 
convicted of some violation of the law 
it was renewed as a matter of course. 
This has all been changed by a recent de- 
cision of the courts, affirmed on appeal by 
the house of lords, that the Justices have 
entire discretion as to the renewal of a 
icense, whether the conduct of the license 
lolder bos been satisfactory or not, and 
;hat, when 
the licensing magistrates 


deem it to the public interest to do so, 
they can refuse auy longer to license a 
3lace, no matter if it baa been licensed 
'or hundreds of years. 


Nome Recent Cases In Point. 


The result is that the justices are refus- 


ing licenses to some very old taverns, on 
:he ground that there is uo real need for 
them, and are also refusing in othei casee 
where, in former times, the license would 
aove been granted almost as a matter of 
right. The Manchester magistrates, by a 
vote of 40 to 18, have decided not to grant 
a liquor license to a musio hall recently 
erected at a cost of £90,000, and at West 
Brunswick a license to sell beer, porter, 
and cider was refused to the mayor of the 
borough. Meantime drinking iu social 
clubs is on the increase, and these are con- 
sidered beyoud the reach of the pollpe or 
the magistrates. Parlis,meut will proba- 
bly bo asked to deal with the subject at 
the coming session. 


Democratic Meeting at Cincinnati. 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 0.—Much enthusiasm 


was manifested at the Democratic mass 
meeting at Music hall last night—literally 
the opening gun of tbe Democracy in the 
state campaign now on. Half of tire hall 
was occupied by the 1,100 vloe presidents 
and the campaign clubs, who marched 
gayly in with stirring music and banners 
flying. The remainder of the auditorium 
and the balconies were closely thronged 
with the populace. The speakers were 
Grain and Mills, of Texas, and both d? 
voted their attention to the McKlnley 
tariff bill, which they roundly denounced. 
In introducing Mills tbe chairman called 
him the probable speaker of the next 
congress.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Secretary Husk 


is not by auy means certain that Rain- 
maker Dyrenforth has proved the ratn- 
makmg theory a success. It is said by 
some who are supposed to be in the con- 
fidence of the secretary that he is eveu 
skeptical of the claims of the enthusiasts. 
If so, he is certainly in company with a 
large number of scientists. But when it 
comes to expressing an opinion for pub- 
lication the secretary becomes positively 
mum. To a correspondent he said that his 
lack of official knowledge prevented bis 
saying a word about the result of the ex- 
periments.
